Surplus Goods Bill Ready for Congress 


Patman Followers Agree to Hold Off Pending Administration’s Measure; 
ODT Outlines Procedure for Seeking Mechanics’ Deferments; 
Makers Speeding Plans for Reconversion 


An Administration-sponsored _ sur- 
plus property bill will be introduced 
in both houses of Congress this week, 
probably on Wednesday. Leaders 
; who are supervising drafting of the 
bill have assured Washington headquarters of the National 
Automobile Dealers Assn. that it will include outstanding 
provisions for the protection of retail dealers that have 
been a major part of the NADA program. These provi- 
sions will include sales through established dealers, pro- 
tection against speculators and the setting up of industry 
advisory groups to work with government officials. 
Decision of the Administration to introduce the bill 
came on the heels of terrific pressure by House members 
for an immediate favorable action on the Patman Surplus 
Property bill. Hearings on the bill were closed Wednesday 
and an executive session called for Thursday morning to 
vote on the report. At the opening of the session, Chair- 
man Spence announced that John M. Hancock, assistant 
to Bernard Baruch, had telephoned a request that action 
on the Patman bill be postponed until next week in order 
that the Administration might have an opportunity to 
submit its bill. Inasmuch as Hancock and W. L. Clayton, 
surplus property administrator, had indicated in appear- 
ances before the committee earlier in the week that they 
were in accord with many outstanding provisions of the 
Patman bill, the committee agreed to a postponement.

While the Administration bill has 
Power Would Center not been drafted, those in charge 
In the Hands of of the work have indicated that it 
Administrator Clayton will differ from the Patman bill 
chiefly in that it would place al- 
most exclusive power for handling surplus goods in the 
hands of Administrator Clayton. Drafters of the measure 
are particularly opposed to a plan for including business 
men on a top advisory committee. They say that if such 
a committee were provided, it would bring a flood of de- 
mands from many other groups for representation and 
thus slow up not only passage of legislation, but also inter- 
fere with the work of the administrator over a long haul. 
Administration leaders are perfectly willing that there 
be industry advisory groups, but they want them to deal 
with the government agencies immediately in charge of 
sales rather than with the administrator himself. Support- 
ers of the Patman bill would not object to such an arrange- 
ment so long as assurances exist that Clayton would be the 
administrator. However, it is pointed out that the power 
suggested for him is a good deal to place in the hands of 
the wrong kind of an administrator. If, for any reason he 
should cease to be administrator and a man of less mer- 
chandising experience stepped into his shoes, the situation 
might rapidly become chaotic. It is for this reason that

R. I. Licensing Bill 


PROVIDENCE.—Licensing of 
automobile dealers under the 
state registry of motor vehicles 
is proposed in a bill introduced 
in the state legislature here by 


Senator Ferrara, Providence 
Democrat. The bill would set up 
a license fee of $50 for main 
offices and $50 for each branch. 
The registrar would be em- 
powered to suspend the licenses, 
after hearing, for failure to 
comply with regulations or im- 
proper practices. 


Bearing Up 
WASHINGTON.—Although in- 
creased production on heavier 
sizes and types of antifriction 
bearings will be necessary to 


meet urgent military programs,

Gas Ration Flop Offers 
Lesson to OPA 


Col. Bryan Houston, OPA’s deputy administrator for 
rationing, last week told a Senate banking committee 
that gasoline rationing has been unsuccessful—that “I 
do not believe gasoline or any other product can be 
successfully rationed when only 59 percent of the people 
(results of a nationwide survey) say it is working well.”

While Col. Houston was talking about gasoline, 
AUTOMOTIVE NEWS believes the same would apply to 
used car price ceilings for these reasons, using Col. 
Houston’s yardstick: 

Individuals own 98 percent of the used cars in 
America today. Since there must be a seller for every 
buyer of a used car, it is to be assumed that only 50 
percent of those individuals involved—the buyers— 
would say that a price ceiling is ‘‘working well,” simply 
because it theoretically saved them money. (We say 
“theoretically,” because the used truck ceiling has 
proved in practice that ceiling prices aren’t ceiling.) 

* * 

If, as Col. Houston testified, “gasoline or any other 
product cannot be rationed when only 59 percent of the 
people say it is working well’’—then we can’t see how 
a used car price ceiling can be successful either. 


every effort will be made, when the Administration bill 
is submitted, to amend it in such a manner that business 
will be protected against the abusive power by the wrong 
kind of an administrator.

Preparatory to meeting Apr. 17 with 
WPB officials in Washington to ex- 
plore basic problems of reconversion, 
automotive executives last week were 
finishing up plans detailing what will 
be necessary before resuming automobile production. Each 
of the pre-Pearl Harbor manufacturers will reveal how 
long it will take to get into production once the official 
go-ahead is given by WPB; what machine tools should be 
authorized now; how much material should be allotted 
now for experimentation. 

Considerable paper work will be involved in the WPB 
discussions, since it will be necessary for the Army and 
Navy to decide what they will need after Germany is 
defeated; whether they will shift some of the projects 
now being made by auto plants to other areas where labor 
surpluses exist. It is estimated that about 75 percent of 
the Ordnance contracts, now being handled mostly by 
automotive firms, will be canceled once Germany falls. 

Another major point of discussion will be whether 
small manufacturers will be allotted a greater percentage 
of any “limited” production, in order that their operations 
can be kept out of the red.

Questions and answers on Selective 
Service procedures have been pre- 
pared by ODT’s Division of Trans- 
port Personnel and reviewed by the 
National Headquarters of Selective 
Service in response to requests received from the trans- 
portation industry.

Rubber Report Stresses 
Manpower Crisis 


WASHINGTON.— Despite a tight 
situation in everything pertaining 
to rubber, essential war and civil- 
ian needs can be met, the Office of 
Rubber Director said last week, 
providing there are no untoward 


developments, particularly as _ to 
skilled and technically trained 
manpower. 


Rubber Director Bradley Dewey 
thus pointed up the manpower 
crisis that is facing all critical 
industries because of the drive to 
draft all occupationally deferred 
men under 26. 

In many cases, Dewey pointed 
out, the special training needed 
has been taught only a few years, 
so that the companies and insti- 
tutions operating the plants and 
doing research work in these 
fields have been forced to use 
very young men. 

As for the over-all program, 
Dewey said that although the na- 
tion is now producing synthetic 
rubber at a rate greater than the 
rate at which crude rubber was 
consumed in this country in any 


Fight to Revoke 
No-Strike Pledge 
Is Threatened

DETROIT.—Angered by crack- 
down policies of UAW-CIO inter- 
national officers in connection with 
incidents at the Ford Rouge plant, 
a rebel group in Ford Local 600 
proposed last week at city-wide 
conference of UAW locals to dis- 
cuss revocation of the union’s no- 
strike pledge. 

“We are going to exert pres- 
sure in Local 600 to get it away 
from the Communist appeasement 
policy,” said Wise W. Stone, re- 
cording secretary of the aircraft 
unit, and Lawrence Yost, a mem- 
ber. They said that the conference 
would be held in three to four 
weeks. 

Meanwhile, members of the air- 
craft unit were working on a plan 
to petition the U. S. Department of 
Labor to permit a strike vote to 
be taken at the aircraft unit, ac- 
cording to the spokesmen. 

Earlier, workers in the aircraft 
building had demanded that the 
government take Over manage- 
ment of the Ford Rouge plant be- 
cause of “unfair policies of the 
Ford Motor Co.”

military and civilian demands for 
tires and other rubber products 
still continue to exceed the supply. 

Highlights of Dewey’s fifth prog- 
ress report were: 

Civilian outlook — Little relief 
from shortages is expected during 
this year. 

Passenger-car tires—Until July 
only slightly more than 1,000,000 
passenger car tires will be built 
each month and some of these will 
be held as a reserve to protect 
against unexpected new emergency 
demands. 

Truck and bus tires—Production 
is limited by the manufacturing 
facilities. New tread designs and 
new technologies have required 
new molds and other facilities. But, 
irrespective of the limitations 
which arise from these sources, 
some desirable conversions are 
now and will until next fall be im- 
possible because of a shortage of 
sufficient rayon tire cord. 

This shortage will require con- 
tinued production of certain over- 
the-road truck and bus tires and 
large sizes of military tires with 
cotton cord and crude rubber. The 
whole picture for the next six 
months is absolutely dependent 
upon completion on time of new 
programs for both rubber manu- 
facturing facilities and rayon tire 
cord. 

“Based upon the above situa- 
tions,” Dewey said, “and assum- 
ing that the various programs 
will be completed on time, our 
present analysis of supply and 
requirements shows that we will 
fall short of meeting all stated 
requirements of the _ various 
claimant agencies.” 

Military requirements—“War de- 
mands are insatiable and immedi- 
ate. . . . No one will deny that 
vital military programs must come 
first and in some military items a 
shortage of up to 25 percent 
exists.” 

Synthetic plants—Production will 
not be at full capacity until the 
second half of 1944, although pri- 
mary construction of nearly all of 
the plants has been completed. 

Recapping—The priority pattern 
places camelback in a _ preferred 
position. Shortages may develop 
from time to time, but it is be- 
lieved that this preference pattern 
will ensure an adequate supply. 


Chase to Take 
Dealership 


DETROIT.—King M. Chase, for 
the past two and one-half years 
assistant general sales manager of 
Chevrolet, has resigned to take 
over the Hatch Chevrolet Co. deal- 
ership in Stockton, Calif., it was 
announced last week by William 
E. Holler, Chevrolet general sales 
manager. 

In becoming the Stockton dealer, 
Chase follows in the footsteps of 
another former Chevrolet assistant 
general sales manager, H. B. 
Hatch, who went to Stockton from 
Detroit in 1938, and who is now 
retiring from business due to poor 
health. 

A former regional manager for 
Chevrolet on the Pacific Coast, 
Chase has been with Chevrolet 
since 1923, when he was named a 
sales representative in Oklahoma 
City. 


Delaware Towns Face 


Loss of Truck Service 

WILMINGTON, Del.—Scores of 
communities in Delaware and the 
Eastern Shore as well as many of 
the smaller merchants and stores 
in these communities face truck 
service isolation because of the 
shortage of drivers. While ODT 
and WPB on the one hand are 
clamoring for the prompt delivery 
of all goods to and from war 
plants, it is reported that Selective 
Service is gradually taking experi- 
enced drivers into the armed serv- 
ices. 

In the past few months, espe- 
cially, the situation has become so 
acute that the motor transport 
division of the Chamber of Com- 
merce here has called a_ special 
meeting to study the problem.

“The fact is at least four out of five cars, being sold 
by individuals to dealers and others, are sold by owners 
who are entering the armed services. In fact, the writer’s 
own experience is that hardly a car is being offered for 
sale by anyone other than an inductee or one whose 


induction is imminent. 


“To knock down prevailing prices, which have held 
steady to slightly lower in the past few months, is 
merely to cut down on the proceeds these inductees 
receive, and add to the existing funds in the pockets of 
the stay-at-homes, who for the most part are partici- 
pating in swollen war incomes derived from higher 
wages with added overtime pay. 

“In nearly every instance, a person selling his car 
upon entering the service places the proceeds in savings, 
war bonds especially, so that money is removed as an 
inflation threat. In other cases, the proceeds from sale 
of the car are needed by the family left behind to 
augment their meager income to provide necessary living

“The fact is that ceiling prices would be the biggest 
step yet toward taking money direct from those entering 
the service, and distributing same to those with swollen 
incomes left behind—to further accelerate the inflation

Senators See Threat to Future 
In Present Termination Policy 


WASHINGTON. — Present con- 
tract-termination policies of the 
government were assailed last 
week in the formal report of the 


Senate war contracts subcommit- | 


tee, which warned that 8,000,000 
workers face unemployment after 
the war unless new and expanding 
industries take up the slack. 

The nation must aim for $200,- 
000,000,000 a year production in the 
postwar period to achieve a 
healthy domestic economy, said the 
committee, which is headed by 
Senator James E. Murray, Mon- 
tana Democrat. 

While stimulation of industry 
will be necessary, present termi- 
nation policies of the government 
with regard to the $13,000,000,000 
in contracts already terminated 
are having the opposite effect, 
it was charged. 


“No more than 10 percent of the} 
sums estimated due on termination 


claims submitted to date has been 
paid,” the committee said. 

“An increasingly large volume of 
claims has been pending for over 
six months, and many claims have 
remained unsettled for over a year. 

“Adequate working capital is 
not being provided during the 
period between termination and 
final settlement. Materials re- 
leased through contract termina- 
tion have often lain in the same 


plant for months and months be- | 


fore removal. Instead of plan- 
ning their termination program 
ahead of time, contracting of- 
ficers too often simply order 
their contractors to stop work 
immediately.” 

Because of this policy, the report 
said, many contractors have hesi- 
tated or declined to take new war 
contracts, and instead have sought 
civilian production assignments 
since they are fearful of being tied 
up in a mass of red tape in event 
of termination. 

The report recommended a series 
of measures now pending before 
the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee as the start of a program 
to guide postwar development. 

These are measures providing 

for an office of demobilization, 

means of expediting contract 


| settlements, providing for loans 
| to small concerns upon termina- 
| tion of war contracts and for 
| disposition of surplus material. 

Besides Murray, the committee 


includes Senators Harry S. Tru-! 


|man, Missouri Democrat, and 

Chapman Revercomb, West Vir- 
| ginia Republican. 
| In discussing the postwar period, 
| the committee said: 
| “It is possible for the demobili- 
| zation program to be planned in 
| such a way that our total output 
|of goods and services during the 
|transition periods falls to no less 
than $135,000,000,000 a year. It is 
entirely feasible for us to aim at 
$200,000,000,000 a year or more 
within five years after the end of 
the war.” 

The report went on to say that 
the only thing to take the place 
of war contracts is the purchasing 
power of the people and of our 
fellow nations throughout the 
world.

Plane Engine 


DETROIT.—Production of a 
new, more powerful type of Pratt 
& Whitney aircraft engine has 
been assigned to Chevrolet by the 
Army Air Forces, it was announced 
last week by M. E. Coyle, genera 
manager of Chevrolet. 

Designed to be a power plant for 
combat and transport planes, this 
more powerful model will meet de- 
mands of the armed forces for a 
heavier-duty engine to power the 
faster fighter planes and longer- 
range bombers now envisioned b 
the Air Forces, Coyle said. 

The Pratt & Whitney R-2800, an 
18-cylinder engine, has been in pro 
duction in several plants for many 
months. However, the R-2800C as- 
signed to Chevrolet is a late refine- 
ment of this engine, much more 
powerful, and having practically 
no parts interchangeable with the 
earlier types. 

“The urgency of this program 
makes it imperative that Chevro- 
let begin production at the earliest 
possible date,” Coyle said. “We 
have scheduled the start of pro- 
duction in approximately seven 
months. A complex and involved 
program of plant rearrangement, 
retooling and installation of new 
equipment that normally would re-t 
quire more than a year of deter- 
mined effort lies ahead.” 

Current production of the 14 
cylinder job, Coyle said, will be 
maintained. Chevrolet already has 
built more than 33,000 of these 
great aircraft power plants.

N. Y. Bill Gives Women 
Wage Protection 

ALBANY.—Receiving final legis- 
lative approval recently and sent 
to the governor during the closing 
hours of the 1944 state legislative 
session here was a bill designed 
to assure women pay equality with 
men for equal work. 


The bill provides that “no em- 
ploye shall, because of sex, be sub- 
jected to any discrimination in the 
rate of his or her pay,” but stipu- 
lates that a differential in pay be- 
tween employes based on a factor 
or factors other than sex shall not 
constitute discrimination. 


Also passed was a companion 
bill, designed to protect established 
minimum-wage standards of 
women and minors, which provides 
that “no male 21 years of age or 
over shall be employed in an occu- 
pation at less than the minimum 
standard or rate of wages fixed 
for women and minors in such‘ 
occupation under a directory or 
mandatory minimum-wage order.”

Start Reconversion Now, 


Wilson Urges 


WASHINGTON.—General Motors 
Corp. is prepared to get back into 
automobile production after the 
war, double its pre-war employ- 
ment figure and add 10 more plants 
to its holdings, a House committee 
learned last week. 

Charles E. Wilson, president of 
GM, told the Colmer Postwar com- 
mittee that “acting under the as- 
sumption the government is not 
going to compete with private 
enterprise,” his company will either 
purchase suitable plants the gov- 
ernment has built during the war, 
or build 10 new ones. 

He said that in 1939 GM em- 


ployed 201,000 workers and expect 


to employ 400,000 after the war. At 
present, he said, the company is 
employing 465,000 persons in war 
production, of whom 135,000, or 30 
percent, are women. 

Wilson recommended to_ the 
House committee that the recon- 
version of industry begin imme- 
diately, rather than on the day 
of the armistice. A plan drawn up 
by executives of GM for syste- 
matic conversion of its plants, will 
be submitted to the committee, 
Chairman M. E. Colmer, was told. 

Wilson said he believed the re- 
conversion job could be done 
throughout the nation in so short 
a time it “would not affect the 
economy of the country.” Under 
the most favorable condition, 
added, his organization could be 
turning out automobiles within 
three months after the termination 
of hostilities, which would be only 
about one month longer than was 
required during normal times for 
model changeovers. 

As an aid to attaining the most 
favorable conditions, thereby cut- 
ting down unemployment to a 
minimum during the transition pe-

New Truck Sales 
= ° ? 
Up in Cincinnati 

CINCINNATI.— The record of 
dealer sales of motor vehicles here 
in February contained two bright 
spots, new trucks and used pas- 
senger cars. Sales of new trucks 
totaled 30 for a gain of 66 percent 
over the previous February and 
20 percent over January, 1944. Sales 
of used passenger cars reached a 
total of 648 for a gain of 3 percent 
over the previous February and 10 
percent over January, 1944. 

Only 44 new passenger cars were 
sold, which is 27 percent less than 
in January, 1944, and a decline of 
888 percent from the high mark 
reached in February, 1943, when 
435 new cars were sold, mostly on 
government requisitions.

_— Wilson suggested that: 


1. The industry be allowed now 
to purchase or build some machine 
tools for manufacture of autos. 

2. The military authorities stop 
stockpiling of war materials which 
are not necessary and halt their 
manufacture whenever an item is 
no longer needed. 

3. Allow the industry to start 
some reconversion wherever pos- 
sible. 

He explained that if after Ger- 
many is defeated, plants could be- 
gin to reconvert their facilities not 
needed in prosecuting the war 
against Japan up to 10 or 20 per- 
cent, when all hostilities cease it 
would be a much more simple mat- 
ter to multiply the reconverted fa- 
cilities and production than to 
start from scratch. 

“Some people,” he said, were 
afraid to allow the motor com- 
panies to purchase machine tools 
needed in automobile production, 
fearing the psychological effect on 
the nation. He added that these 
same “some people,” whom he did 
not name, feared the public reac- 
tion would be that the war was 
over. 

Asked what he thought about 
giving the war worker a dismissal 
pay, Wilson said he was basically 
opposed “to paying people for not 
working,” and added “this busi- 
ness of getting something for 
nothing is very attractive.” 

He warned that the regulations 
for termination of contracts should 
not be so written that in order “to 
catch a $100,000 crook,” industry 
would be set back even a month 
in reconverting, thus losing $3,- 
500,000,000 from the nation’s econ- 
omy. 

Should Germany be defeated and 
the country left at war with 
Japan only, Wilson thought that 
from 50 to 75 percent of the war 
contracts might be canceled, with 
the implication that production 
power might be transferred to 
civilian needs. 

The GM chieftain said he be- 
lieves that the present level of 
steel production could be main- 
tained after the war, and supply 
enough material for a 50 percent 
expansion of the durable goods in- 
dustry for the country as a whole. 

General Motors, he revealed, is 
using considerably less steel in 
war production than during peace- 
time—having reduced its monthly 
consumption from 250,000 tons to 
75,000. 





British Columbia Cuts | 


Car License Fees 

VANCOUVER. — Reduction of 
20 percent in motor license fees 
was approved recently by the 
British Columbia Legislature. 
The reduction applies only to 
passenger cars. 

The reduction had been sought 
by the Automobile Club of Brit- 
ish Columbia for the past two 
years on. the grounds that as a 
result of gas rationing, car own- 
ers were not getting the use of 
their cars on the highways of 
the province. 

Since trucks are not restricted 
in the use of gasoline, they were 
not included in the reduction. 


GM Employment 
Reaches Peak 
Of 500,000 


NEW YORK.—Employment and 
payrolls in General Motors, keep- 
ing pace with imperative war- 
production needs, rose to all-time 
high levels in 1943, Alfred P. Sloan 
jr., chairman, disclosed last week 
in a statement issued preliminary 
to his annual report to stockhold- 
ers. 

Total payrolls in 1943 were 
$1,321,999,829, an increase of 54 per- 
cent over 1942, while average 
monthly employment was 448,848, 
an increase of 43 percent over the 
previous year. Employment at the 
end of 1943 was approximately 
500,000. 

The employment of women in 
General Motors plants increased in 
1943 to nearly 115,000, which was 
31 percent of the total hourly-rate 
force at the end of the year. This 
compares with less than 10 percent 
at the end of 1941. 

A total of 85,800 employes of 
General Motors had entered the 
armed forces of the United States 
at the close of 1943. 

During the year more than 
200,000 new employes were trained 
for war work by GM divisions. En- 
rollment in management courses 
for supervisors totaled 21,500. Gen- 
eral Motors Institute increased its 
training activities 25 percent over 
the previous year.

Do all you can to find a 
replacement for your man; 8. Keep the local board informed 
of your effort to find a replacement; 9. If your man is 
reclassified, you may write to the local board that you 
wish to appeal. This must be done within 10 days; 10. If 
your appeal is denied by the appeal board you may: (a) 
Notify the local board that you wish to appeal to the 
President (if there is a split decision), or, (b) Request 
the State Director of Selective Service to review the case, 
to have the local board reopen the case, or to appeal to 


the President.

Nash Complets 


Contract for 


Bomb Fuses 


DETROIT. — George W. Mason, 
president of Nash-Kelvinator Corp., 
reported last week that the com- 
pany recently completed on sched- 
ule a Navy contract calling for 
great quantities of bomb fuses. 

Acting under strict military cen- 


sorship, the company’s Detroit 
plant first began assembly-line 
production in March, 1942, and 


became one of the country’s largest 
manufacturers of bomb fuses, ac- 
cording to the Navy approved 
statement. 

Since then it has been produc- 
ing three types of fuses for Navy 
bombs ranging from 100-pounders 
up to Atoll-Buster size. Manufac- 
ture of bomb fuses during the past 
22 months has been proceeding 
concurrent with Nash-Kelvinator’s 
mass production of 2,000 hp. air- 
craft engines, hydromatic pro- 
pellers, propeller governors, and 
manufacture of essential parts for 
jeeps, seeps, tanks, trucks and 
trailers, plus parts for submarines 
and Liberty ships. The company 
said all of these other operations 
continue in force. 

The Navy bomb fuses of the 
types made by Nash-Kelvinator 
are delicate automatic  instru- 
ments designed to detonate bombs 
after release over the target. 
Moreover, they are wired to pro- 
tect aircraft crews from prema- 
ture explosions while loading and 
flying bombs to enemy positions. 

In the same report, Mason also 
revealed that a Nash-Kelvinator 
subsidiary, Electromaster, Inc., 
manufactured the incendiaries 
which Maj. Gen. Jimmie Doolittle 
personally delivered on his fa- 
mous preliminary mission to Tokio. 


Used-Car Sales 
Hold Steady 


In San Antonio 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Used-car 
sales during February, as reported 
last week by the San Antonio Auto- 
mobile Trade Assn., totaled 214 
units for a unit turnover of 37 per- 
cent as compared with 42 percent 
for the preceding month. 

The turnover value was 54 per- 
cent against 67 percent for Jan- 
uary. There were 552 cars on hand 
at the close of the month having 
an average value of $754. 

Comparative figures show that 
there were 214 units sold in Jan- 
uary for a unit turnover of 42 per- 
cent, a turnover value of 67 per- 
cent, and that there were 576 cars 
on hand at the end of the month. 

In February, 1943, there were 326 
units sold for a unit turnover of 
64 percent, a turnover value of 95 
percent, and there were 472 cars on 
hand at the close of the month. 
The average value of these cars 
was $452. 


Petroleum Men Assail 


Cut in A Coupon Value 

CHICAGO.—Sharp criticism was 
directed here last week at the 
newly announced Office of Price 
Administration ruling which, start- 
ing March 22, will limit the amount 
of gasoline per A coupon to two 
gallons in the Middle West. 

Leading the attack was B. L. 
Majewski, vice-president of the 
Deep Rock Oil Corp., and national 
chairman of marketing of the 
petroleum industry war council. 

Majewski said that the industry 
was shocked over what he de- 
scribed as arbitrary action of the 
OPA and declared that the ruling 
had been promulgated before the 
industry had an opportunity to 
furnish its figures on demand and 
supply for the second quarter of 
this year.

In Chicago Hits 


Production Stride 


CHICAGO. Chrysler Corp.’sges- 
Dodge plant here is now produc- 
ing and shipping in substantial and 
increasing quantities each month, 
2,200 horsepower Wright air-coolea 
engines, K. T. Keller, president, 
told directors who met here last 
week. 


Keller personally escorted the 
group through the plant, which i¢' 
the largest war production unit in 
the country. 


“At this time employment is* 
about 60 percent of the goal set ] 
for our Dodge Chicago Plant this = 
year,” Keller also told the direc- i 
tors. “As the plant moves into 
volume production, statistics abou(@s 
some of the material which it is — 
using become very interesting. 


“For instance, at our present 
rate of production, the Dodge Chi- 
cago plant is using each month; 
27 tank cars of fuel oil; 67,000,00 
cubic feet of gas; 50,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours of electricity; 15,000 
tons of coal, and 117,000,000 gallons~ 
of water, which is 4,500,000 gallons 
of water each day. \ 


“In the two Dodge Chicago 
foundries we are melting aboutgge 
125,000 pounds of aluminum and®S 
50,000 pounds of magnesium daily. | 
Since we began our foundry operas 
tions in Chicago, we have produc 
more than 125,000 castings. 


“In connection with this found 
work, when we are running at full T 
capacity, we will require about 
4,800 carloads of sand every year. 
However, instead of having to buy 
4,800 carloads each year, due to 
the complete and effective devices 
which we have installed for clean- 
ing the core oils and facing com-, 
pounds from the sand, we will be 
able to so use it over and over 
again that we will only have to 
buy 100 new carloads each year to~ 
be added to the 4,800 reclaimed 
carloads. y 


“In the Dodge Chicago forge — 
shops, during January we com- 
pleted 225,000 forgings made of § 
some 2,700,000 pounds of steel. 
Total deliveries of forgings fro 
this plant since it began operation 
already exceed 1,000,000 individual 
pieces. a, 

“To manufacture the many parts — 
for the engines we are making, 
our cutting machines are now re- 
moving from the castings, forgings, 
et cetera, about 750 tons of metal 
chips each month. However, these ™ =m 
chips are not wasted. Instead, they 
are sent to a specially developed, 
and equipped building adjacent to®™ 
the machine shop, where they are 
cleaned and then returned for re-/ 
melting to the makers of steel, 
aluminum, magnesium and bronze.
